split her head open, killing her instantly. 
Major then rnshed into the room where 
his little son slept, and groped about tbe 
bed for him , but the lad had crawled 
under the bed for safety.

then shot him self. 
No cause is assigned, 
except insanity.

C ., Decem ber 29.— A 
mob of several hundred m en raided the 
j iil at Barnwell courthouse a t 2 o ’clock 
this morning, overpowered th e jailor and 
took out eigh t negroes charged w ith mur­ 
der. 
The prisoners were taken out of 
town and shot to death. 
T h e jailor was 
tied and forced to accom pany the lynch­ 
ers. T he whole thing was conducted in 
a very skillful m anner, the citizens of the 
town not know ing anything about it. 
A 
great m any negroes are collected at the 
scene of the lynching, and more trouble 
is anticipated. 
The Governor has been 
appealed to for troops to preserve the 
peace. 
L a t e r —The 
following 
statem ent 
signed by Robert Aldrich, M ike Brown, 
George Taylor, W illiam M cNabe and 
Jam es A . Jenkins, som e of the most 
prominent 
and influential citizens of 
Barnwell, has been Bent to th e News and 
Courier in explanation of th e horrible 
butchery at that place last night; 
On the 30th of October last John H . 
Hefferman, a prom inent young merchant 
aud citizen, was sh ot down and killed in 
Barnwell by negrces. 
Public indigna­ 
tion ran high. 
Threats of lynching were 
freely m ade, but diverted by th e coolness 
of tbe officers. 
At the last term of court 
tbe Grand Jury found trne b ills against 
th e murderers and accessories, but the 
cases were continued. 
The people were 
disappointed and 
the 
negroes, it is 
thought, were emboldened b y this dis­ 
position of tbe matter. 
Ou th e 19th of 
December, 
Jam es 
Brown, 
a prom i­ 
nent and leading citizen, w as shot to 
death on his own premises by negroes 
without justification or 
excuse. 
The 
mardererB were arrested. 
On December 
18th, w hile going from h is store at Mar­ 
tino, Robert Martin, a citizen of high 
standing, was followed by negroes and 
shot in the heariDg of negroes’ houses 
which were all around, who adm it hear­ 
ing the shooting, but none cam e to his 
relief, and none of them w ent near hie 
body, w hich lay in the road for several 
hours after daylight and in view of them 
all. 
It was 
satisfactorily 
established 
that 
his 
murder 
was 
the result of 
conspiracy 
to 
remove 
him 
In 
order that their license upon the planta­ 
tion r f. hia father, m ight be greater. 
The murderer, that is the negro who 
fired the shot,and his accessories .nine in 
number, after being clearly identified by 
(Le Coroner’s jury, were arrested and 
lodged in jail. 
These several brutal 
murders of prom inent w hite m en by 
negroes caused a state of indignation and 
resentm ent am ong tbe people that can 
be better im agined than described, but 
cannot ba im agined by any one not 
present in our 
m idst. 
Last 
night 
a 
body 
of 
armed 
m en 
in 
disguise, at about 2 o ’clock, called at the 
jail, overpowered the jailor, took out the 
six murderers of Martin, and tw o of 
Hefferman, took them to th e lim its of 
the corporation and shot them to death. 
This explanation of the causea w hich led 
to. the lynching does not, in th e opinion 
of law-abiding citizens, in any way jus­ 
tify the atrocious m urder of eight de­ 
fenseless hum an beings. 
T h e greatest 
indignation is expressed at th e brutality. 
All is quiet iu Barnwell late this even ­ 
ing, although trouble is anticipated and 
may come yet. 
C h ic a g o , Decem ber 
2 8 —Tbe Times 
has thefullow iug account from Colum bia, 
S. O., of the lynching of eight negroes at 
Barnwell this m orning: 
Three hundred 
armed m en, w ith faces m asked, sur­ 
rounded the jail jaat before daylight this 
morning, when tbe inm ateB were sleep­ 
ing soundly. 
T hey m oved w ith cantiou 
and 
as

body. 
The 
jailer 
was 
seizid 
and 
over­ 
powered,

from him , th e

and before the frightened negroes within 
were awakened from their sleep their 
cells were filled with strange figures.

the outskirts of the town.

literally torn to pieees. 
Such was th e scene of the terrible 
tragedy enacted iu the town of Barnwell 
this morning, .a m ost terrible retribution 
tor a not extraordinary offense, as the 
records will prove. 
Four years ago fivo 
m en were lvnohed in Y orkville for the 
hrntal murder of a little bey who caught 
them stealing, bat they belonged to an 
organized gang whose m em bers were 
sworn 
to 
kill 
w hoever 
caught 
them 
stealing, 
and 
they 
were 
believed to have com m itted several 
murders previously. 
Their conviction 
was uncertain and the people took the 
law 
in their 
own hand s. 
But the 
wholesale- lynching of this m orning is 
without a parallel iu th e reeordsof crime 
in this State, and there woe lees ground 
for the act than probably any lynching 
before. It is doubtful if tbe country can 
show a lik e record. 
T h e eight negroes wore charged with 
com m itting and being accessory to the 
crim es described b elow : 
On the after­ 
noon of October 20th John G. Hefferman 
was shot and instantly killed in a restau­ 
rant of Barnwell by R ipley Johnson. 
Hefferman w as the prinoipal merchant 
of the town, and Johnson w as a colored 
man em ployed at that tim e in running a 
gin house. T here had been som e trouble 
between the w hite man and the negro 
the day before, and although there were 
conflicting accounts 
as 
to the diffi­ 
cu lty , it 
la 
probable that 
H eifer 
man threatened the negro, for he had 
been sum m oned to appear before the 
Town Oouuoil th e m orning following, 
a n l had been put under bond. 
The 
killing took place in n, colored restaa 
rant, where Hefferman had 
followed 
Johnson. 
Five negroes accused of bein^ 
accessories, w ho were in there at the 
tim e, fled to a swam p, but nhortly after­ 
wards were captured and jailed, 
A lijrga 


reward was offered for R ipley Johnson, 
and b e was captured two w eeks later. 
Of the two murders for w hich th e m en 
were lynched this m orning, the worse 
was com m itted on last Saturday n ight, 
when Robert Martin, a yonng m an of 
great prom ise, and the only ch ild o f 
aged parents, was am bushed and shot to- 
death while riding to his father’s house. 
It was discovered that Martin was shot 
by a party of negi*oes who worked on hi» 
father's place,where he kept them pretty 
close to their work and allow ed them 
little license. 
It was also believed that 
negroes in houses near by knew all about 
it, and that was w hy they wonld not go 
to the assistance of the m urdered man. 
At 4 o’clock this m orning the jailor 
was called by som e m en, w ho inform ed 
him they wanted to lock n p th e m urderer 
of Jam es P. Brown, killed last w eek by 
negroes. 
H e opened the heavy gate, 
was im m ediately overpowered, and fifty 
m en entered 
the 
jail and took ont- 
the following prisoners: 
Johnson and 
M ichael Adam s, principal and acces­ 
sory to the murder of F . Hefferman ;. 
Peter Ball, Rafe M orrill, H ugh Furae, 
Hudson Johnson, Robert Phceolx and 
Judge Jones, the latter six charged with 
the assassination of Robert Martin. 
They were m arched to th e outskirt» 
of the town and tied to trees. 
M asked 
m en formed a line a short distance- 
from them , aud poured a volum e into the 
bodies of the negroes. 
T hey were liter­ 
ally shot to pieces. 
The firing w as the 
first intim ation the people ot the town 
had of the trouble. 
I t seem ed onee as if 
the negroes would rise and avenge the 
lynching, and in response to the call the 
Governor ordered tw o com panies of m il­ 
itary to prepare for service. 
The w hites 
in tow n, how ever, have armed and are 
fully organizad, and tonight everything 
is quiet.

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors of 
Los Angeles County, Cal.: 


G e n t l e m e n — I herewith subm it to 
your honorable body a report of the cost 
of constructing and m aintaining roads 
and bridges, with the expenses attached 
thereto, for the year endiDg December 1, 
excepting from said report all account of 
moneys expended within the boundaries 
of what is now known as Orange county, 
formerly a portion of Los Angeles county. 
I have received from each Road Over 


seer in the teveral districts, a detailed 
report of the kind and cost of work done 
in each district for the past year, with 
such other information as will be valu­ 
able for reference. 
In some of the re­ 
ports the cost of tools is accounted for in 
addition to the cost of bridges and roads. 
The amounts appropriated each year 
and placed to the credit of the several 
districts is very sm all, being about 
enough to repair the roads already built, 
without leaving much, if any, margin 
for the construction of new roads, and 
where any margin is left it cuts but a 
small figure when applied to new work. 
In some oi the i'oad districts it will 
be seen that the Road Oversee.c have 
done very well and the roads are in good 
repair, but it will be found in all such 
caaes that the roads are bnilt in gravelly 
soil. 
The repairs on roads are hard to dis­ 
cover on a dav’s journey, notably in dis­ 
tricts where the soil is composed of 
adobe and pand, in which Rinds of soil 
the monev for road work is quickly ab­ 
sorbed. 
During the past year quite a 
sum of money has been spent in pur­ 
chasing rights of way, viewing roads and 
surveying. 
The building of new bridges takes a 
large R u m of money from the general 
road fund, as will be seen in the detailed 
report. 
There is more money spent each year 
in the city for repairs than is allowed 
onr road districts for all kinds of road 
work, taking into consideration the pro­ 
portional area of streets. 
Your honora­ 
ble body will lind it a fact th a t our city 
streets, outside of a radius of one and 
one-half miles, are in a deplorable con­ 
dition—much worse than our county 
roads, and costing three tim es as much. 
I would recommend that the placing of 
straw on roads be stopped, as it only 


gives temporary relief, and that gravel 
be used instead:

IN TH E LIBRARY. 


D a l l y S c e n e * I n t l i e U p p e r S t o r y o f 
t l a e C i t y H 
a l l . 
The student of hum an nature in Los 
AiJgeles has not far to go to find a field 
for investigation both varied and inter­ 
esting. A reporter, prevented by an ac­ 
cident from following his usual pursuits, 
ha» spent much time recently in the 
reading room of the Public Library, and 
found the frequenters of the place a far 
more ioteresting study than the ample 
supply of books attainable. 
All clasees 
and conditions were more or less repre­ 
sented at times, and it would surprise 
people not in the habit of visiting the 
place to know how many people avail 
themselves of the privileges of the place 
in the course of a day. 
When the library opens in the morn­ 
ing there are always a few persons wait­ 


ing for adm ittance. Some of them —poor 
fellows—look ns if thev had not been 
comfortably lodged. Their clothes are 
poor, thin and during the past few weeks, 
were frequently so wet that they dripped 
large drops of discolored water on the 
oilcloth for some time after they took 
their Beats. 
They evidently belonged to 
the large arm y of unemployed, aud some 
of them quite evidently merely take out 
books to have an excuse for remaining 
in warmth and shelter for a while before 
recommencing their search for work. 
These Lave been observed to sit with an 
open book before them for hours with­ 
out turning a page. 
Later in the morn­ 
ing comes a delegation from the arrny of 
invalids which spends the winter in Cali­ 
fornia. Some of these rem ain in the 
reading-room all day except at meal 
times. At the same time the first dele­ 
gation of boys artivecL Nowsboys, in 
search of stories; schoolboys, in want of 
information not furnished by their echool 
books, or m aterial for 
compositions, 
and othsr hoys who 
only 
want to 
read something, but that something in­ 
teresting. The boys hold their own with 
the other frequenters of the library until 
long after dark. 
They are found in 
groups, and much whispered consultation 
is indulged in relative to the merits of 
the various books. At any time of the 
day some boy will be found chuckling 
over the vagaries of Mark Tw ain’s "Tom 
Sawyer,” or “ Huckleberry F inn.” Lately 
the adm irable books by G. A. Henty 
have begun to attract the attention of the 
boys, who in perusing "T he Reign of 
Terror,” or "Facing D eath,” not only 
find an exciting story, but unconsciously 
imbibe much information. 
* 
In the afternoon come the older men, 
and thoee who, arm ed with pencil and 
note book, are after something. 
For a 
long time there was a large m an who 
came every day and was never observed 
to look at any printed m atter except the 
unabridged dictionary, which he seemed 
to 
be deliberately reading 
through, 
making a note occasionally. There was 
also a preacher there for a week or two, 
who used to spend much tim e in m edita­ 
tion and read works on geology and 
a-tronoray. 
The daily papers are per­ 
sistently patronized in the mornings by 
those who make extracts from the adver­ 
tisements and go away. 
Later in the 
day comes an old man, who commences 
with the Express of the night before, 
seems to read everything in it, waits 
until the next paper is abandoned by its 
reader, goes through it in the same 
thorough manner, aud so with the four 
daily papers of which this city boasts. 
But the student can make his own 
studies iti the book open before him in the 
library. There is material enouga for a 
good-sizad volume. 
An artist might 
make a sludv of attitudes, and the hoys 
alone would furnish more attitudes than 
the artist would have any use for. There 
is the boy who site close up to the table 
with both elbows resting thereon and 
his hands covering his e a rs; there is tho 
one who Bits on tho extrem e edge of the 
chair, leaning back until the back of the 
chair forces his head so far forward that 
one 
wonld 
be 
sure 
his 
cb'a 
was 
pushing 
his 
lungs 
out 
of 
place. 
That attitude 
is sufficiently 
uncomfortable, 
thongh not, perhaps, 
artistic. 
A variation of the same is 
performed by a boy who props his book 
up in front of him and tbrusts his hands 
deep in his pockets, only bringing one of 
them to light, with a struggle, for the 
exertion of turning a leaf occasionally. 
Those gathered around the gas stoves 
furnish the most varied attitudes, while 
they endeavor to monopolize the grateful 
heat and prevent the enlargem ent of tho 
circle of fire worshippers.

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B lain e’s Jingoism Put to the Teat 
We wonder if Jingo Blaine is waiting 
for some of the European powers to lead 
th e way before he takes steps to recog­ 
nise the Republic of Brasil ? It looks 
something like that, and yet one would 
suppose, from all the ante-election fuss 
and bluster 
about Blaine’s ram pant 
Americanism, th a t he wonld have been 
glad of the opportunity to show some of 
it when so fíne an occasion as the erec­ 
tion of the great Em pire of Brazil into a 
Republic presented itself. If the revolu­ 
tion were not complete and reaction ut­ 
terly out of the question, there might be 
some excuse for the Secretary of State’s 
dread and ominous silence on the sub 
ject. The new Republic of South Amer­ 
ica had the right to expect that the 
U nited States would not be 6low in giv­ 
ing it its moral support. That the revo­ 
lution was bloodless and without any of 
the ordinary sacrificial attendants of rev­ 
olutions showed emphatically, from the 
start, th at it was led by men of no ordi­ 
nary ability, and acquiesced in by the 
peoplo because they were ripe for it and 
reposed confidence in their leaders. An 
act of grace on the part of the Republi­ 
can adm inistration of this country wonld 
have been to have recognized the facts 
that have been recognized by the whole 
world, and given Brazil a hearty wel­ 
come into th e Eisterhood of American 
Republics as soon as the revolution had 
been made complete by the abdication of 
Dom Pedro. No one doubts that the 
people 
of Brazil 
are 
quite able to 
su6tain the 
poeition they have as- 
.sum ed; 
but 
it 
wonld have 
been 
a 
strengthening 
of 
the hands 
of 
the new government if the adm inis­ 
tration at "Washington had been timely 
and 
generous in 
its 
recognition 
of 
the 
new Republic. 
This 
is 
not a 
cate 
in 
which the revolu­ 
tionized conntry is distracted by wide 
and em bittered differences of opinion 
amongst its people, or where actual civil 
conflict would show that delay would be 
in the interest of peace and help to pre­ 
vent the effusion of blood. 
It is re­ 
m arkable in the annals of revolutions 
for its freedom from opposition. The 
provisional government has taxen its 
.tta n d with a bold determination. It has 
told the world that there is no question 
in Brazil whatever as to the character of 
governm ent that shall henceforth prevail 
there. 
Imperialism is altogether out oí 
the question, and a Republic is alone the 
autonomy th a t can prevail. There may 
be, and there necessarily will be, great 
difference of opinion as to the personnel 
and the policy of the new government, 
but there is no difference as to what 
principles 
the new 
government will 
carry out. They will be based upon the 
rule of the people, upon popular sover­ 
eignty as declared by the electoral voices 
of the citizens. W hy, then, does the ad­ 
ministration of the United States hesi­ 
tate to recognize Brazil’s now status? 
W hy does it not send the message of 
congratulation and recognition to the new 
Star of South; Am erica? Is Blaine’s jingo­ 
ism only a swear and a swagger as in 
G reat BritaiD, or is it what his friends 
have claimed for it—the real, genuine, 
unadulterated, original Jacob’s Ameri­ 
canism ? To oar m ind it is the reverse. 
I t has the 
Brummagem textnre of 
the swagger, and no one now donbte, 
with th e facts of the unrecognized R e­ 
public of Brazil before us, that it is coun­ 
terfeit and nn-Amerlcan. It served its 
turn when there was a chance to tarn 
nitre beds to personal account, but when 
it comes to a mere question of the honor 
of the nation Blaine jingoism lapses into 
its native and false condition of bun­ 
combe. 


keeping up the roads, and the great 
mileage in the county, lead to a serious 
inquiry as to the best policy to pursue in 
the future. 
There is a great deal of 
work done on the roads th at is money 
thrown away. 
Carting soil from some 
barley field a mile or ten miles to 
fill holes in the roads is a case of money 
thrown away. 
M aking a road in each a 
way as to create places for water to 
accumulate in ponds along their 6ides so 
as to make a veritable slough of despond 
to all passers is a case of the same kind. 
It is quite probable th at if the Board of 
Supervisors were to attend to the whole 
m atter of the roads more wonld be got 
from the money than is accomplished by 
the present method. 
A more intelligent 
policy 
w ith 
more 
lasting 
results 
would be pretty sure to follow. Then 
there is much frittered away in side 
issues. 
W hat the county wants is a few 
really good arteries in the way of main 
roads tapping the most im portant sub­ 
divisions of the valley and connecting 
with this city. They ought to have per­ 
m anent work done on them year by 
year until good roads are provided. 
Then 
pay 
more 
attention 
to the 
lateral 
branches 
ramifying 
into 
the less im portant sections of theconntv. 
U nde/ the present system the taxpayer 
does not get the worth of his money. 
The board has done some really good 
work in the way of bridge-building dur­ 
ing the present year, and it is gratifying 
that these have withstood the floods of 
the past month. 


The Board of Supervisors has had an 
excellent piece of work done in a tabu­ 
lated statem ent of the work* done on 
roads and bridges in the past year, and 
the cost of the same. The work has been 
done by Mr. V. J. Rowan, and is com­ 
plete and systematic. 
The am ount of 
jnoney spent in the county, and this ex ­ 
hibit does not include any work done in 
Orange county, 
which 
has 
recently 
been cut off from Los Angeles, is sim­ 
ply enormous. 
The total is $1)7,403 99. 
Nearly $100,000 spent for roads and 
bridges! Over one-third of it all was 
spent for bridges, for which the expenses 
are $27,173 for new bridges put in by the 
Supervisors; $4,971.96 for new bridges 
put in by the Road O verseers; and other 
expenses for painting and repairing old 
bridges and salaries to inspectors. Be­ 
sides this $3,692 50 was spent on the 
rivers to protect the bridges from floods. 
Nearly $7,000 was spent for rights of way 
for new roads and for viewers’ pay. There 
was a total of 356 miles of road re ­ 
paired, 12 miles graveled, and 94 miles 
tarnpiked and graded. The total ex ­ 
penses of these works were nearly $37,­ 
000. 
In the anms spent for bridges, for 
rights of way, viewing, repairing, grav­ 
eling and grading the roads nearly 
$80,000 went. 
A good many bridges 
have been built, some of them costly 
affairs. 
The 
mileagb 
noted 
above 
aggregates 
over 
460 
miles 
of 
road. 
That 
is 
a 
long 
stretch. 
I t will be a sorry reflection to the tax­ 
payers, th a t made by Mr. Rowan, to the 
effect th a t th e recent storms have left 
the roads in rather worse condition than 
they were prior to this great outlay. 
And this reflection, the great cost of

T ns recent severe storms have doubt­ 
less done great damage in individual 
cases. We hear of the destruction of 
valuable orange orchards in the vicinity 
of Rivera by the change of the course of 
the Los Angeles river, and there is talk 
of holding the city responsible for it. It 
is claimed, we believe, that because the 
city authorized the construction of leveos 
in the lower portion of the river, its 
natural 
course had 
been 
changed 
sending it in the direction of the old 
Downey 
road, 
and 
causing 
dam­ 
age 
where 
nothing 
of 
(he 
kind 
could 
have 
occurred 
had 
it 
not 
been for the work done on the levees. 
However this may be, it is certain that 
no reliance can be placed in the steady 
course of our streams during great and 
phenomenal storms. The Los Angeles 
river has changed its bed before, and 
will probably do bo again. The New 
river is a branch of the San Gabriel, 
which not a great many years ago, dur­ 
ing a freshet, divided and formed another 
stream. Unless it can be shown that the 
city has purposely deflected the natural 
flow of our river by ill-advised work 
upon the levees, it is hard to see how we 
can be held responsible for its vagaries 
during the late tremendous storm. 


P a r t ie s who have g o t in from the line 
of the railroad in the Soledad cafion, 
report very serious damage to the track 
and the bridges. They say that the tor­ 
rent has cut out new beds in its course 
from Southside 
to Saugus, and left 
bridges in air in several places. The 
Southern Pacific 
Company have dis­ 
patched a large force of men and a great 
deal of m aterial to the scene of dis­ 
aster to put 
the 
road 
in 
condi­ 
tion; 
but 
those 
who 
have 
come 
in are of the opinion that it will take 
several days to even make provisional 
tracks around the worst places. The 
washouts all along the cafion are the 
worst th a t have occurred there Bince the 
winter of 1884, and the damage done to 
railway property will even surpass tnat 
which was experienced 
during that 
severe winter. 


Tns changed aspect of the weather has 
now continued for two days. From dreary 
and incessant dampness, from a sky that 
had been surcharged with water for sev­ 
eral weeks, we have emerged into clear 
sunshine, accompanied by a cool, crisp 
atmosphere which assures us that the 
change has come to stay. 
A few days 
of each weather as we are now enjoying 
will dry the surface of the soil and enable 
our farmers to plow their acres with 
facility. This will mean very extensive 
planting of crops and a season of great 
promise for abundant harvests. 


T h e epidemic which has ravaged En- 
rope for some time past seems to have 
reached the United 8tates. 
It has 
broken oat simultaneously on the A t­ 
lantic seaboard and in W estern cities, 
and the rapidity w ith which it traveled 
in Europe canses us to fear that it will 
appear on this Goaat before long. The 


French have given it the significant 
nam e of la grippe, bnt it is better known 
to us as the influenza, although of a more 
aggravated character than we have been 
usually acquainted w ith. 
Thoee who 
take good care of themselves, are regalar 
in their habits and careful to keep them ­ 
selves comfortably warm and free from 
exposure, will probably stand a good 
chance of escaping the epidemic if it 
should come. 


I t s e e m s ill-advised to include, in the 
movement of onr citizens to encourage 
the Utah railroads to come here, any­ 
thing touching upon the controversy 
abont the Marble-Scott franchises. These 
are not pertinent to the present action of 
our citizens, and they may be, for all we, 
and perhaps any one else, outside of the 
parties themselves, know, held in the 
interest of one or perhaps both of the 
railways coming here. 
Wo shall soon 
know w hether these

W hat we have now to do in re­ 
lation to the new railroads is to encour­ 
age them to come here by pledging our­ 
selves to secure them right of wav 
within the corporation, such terminal 
and depot facilities as we have the power 
to grant, and in all other ways give them

substantial welcome, 
W hen we know exactly what else they 
expect of us, then we can see how far we 
can go to m eet their expectations. Just 
now we aie too much in the dark to do 
more than promise that we shall do 
all in our power to facilitate them in se 
caring term inal and right of way facil­ 
ities.

A D ining ca r’s Load. 
W hat a Santa Fe dining car actually 
starts out with is 175 pounds of fresh 
meats of all kinds, three dozen spring 
chickens, two dozen ducks, two dozen 
partridges and fifty pounds of turkey. 
Canned meata are used to some extent. 
Ten or twelve quart cans of consomme 
are stowed away somewhere for em er­ 
gencies, thongh it is the pride of the chief 
to prepare hie own soopB. 
There are 
forty to fifty pounds of fish, two hundred 
pounds of clams and the same of oysters, 
the latter being only for breakfast use 
and an occasional plate for dinner. 
Of 
fresh vegetables the prominent features 
are eight or nine dozen of green corn, 
five or six bushels of potatoes and a crate 
of tomatoes. 
In their season there are 
taken a bunch of bananas, four baskets 
of grapes, four dozen oranges, two bas­ 
kets of peaches,seven dozen pears, half a 
dczen watermelons. W ithin the enpboard 
of the pantry are some twenty quart jars 
of preserves, five dc zen loaves of bread, 
thirty pounds of butter, twelve pounds of 
cake, fifteen pounds cf coffee, ten pounds 
of cheese, four pounds of tea, fifty pounds 
of sugar, eight to ten gallons of milk, 
five gallons of cream, thirty dozen eggs, 
fifty pounds of salt—used largely for the 
packing of wine and ice cream—1,000 
quill toothpicks, estim ated 
three for 
every passenger, not to mention flour and 
meal supplies for kitchen use.—[Topeka 
Capital.

They are: Miss Abigail Copeland, 
a native of Massachusetts, 63 years of 
sge; Mrs. Anna J , Crowell, a native of 
New Jersey, 36 years of ago, and Miss 
Ida Platt, a native of California, 19 yeara 
cf age. 
The body of Miss Copeland wan 
so badly charred that the only means of 
identifying it was through a plain ring 
ehe wore on the third finger of her left 
hand. She was in the employ of Dr. 
Rogers, who had an office in the build­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Crowell was suffocated to 
death by smoke, and the fire was ex ­ 
tinguished before it reached her body. 
She had not gone to bed when the fire 
brcke out, and she lost her life saving 
her 18-year-old son, W illiam Crowell 
Miss Platt has relatives living in Liver 
more. 
She was employed in the Electric 
laundry, and had only gone to bed a 
short time before the fire broke out. She 
was considerably burned about the body 
and face. 
The financial loss is esti­ 
mated today at $ 5 0 ,0 ^ 0 . 
The origin of 
the fire has not yet been determined.

A SHOWER OF LEAD. 


Moulders Horribly Burned by ai» 
Exploding Flask.

Picayune's Dallas. Tex., special says: 
Nine men were horribly, some fatally, 
burned by a shower of molten me' 1 
from an exploding mould at the Moshier 
Machine Company’s foundry this ci-er- 
noon. The names of the victims are 
J . A. Dobbins, moulder, heau and neck 
fairly riddled by melting m et.it; left ear 
burned off, and injuries will prove fatal. 
John Burns, moulder, b aa th e cloth­ 
ing burned from his person; both eyes 
filled with redhot metal. 
He is burned 
from head to foot, and had to be wrap­ 
ped in cotton, saturated with oil, and 
opiates applied. 
The foreman of the foundry was fear­ 
fully burned on the neck and breaqt, but 
escaped injuries to his eyes. The metal 
ran into one of his shoes, and almost 
cooked his foot before he could kick it 
off. 
He will recover. 
Charles H urst received two terrible 
wounds in the back, from which the 
flesh fell in strips. The blood oozed out 
as the clothing was torn from him . 
H;g 
injuries will koep him disabled for some 
tim e. 
Jyhn Wheeless, a workman, was se­ 
verely burned about the Lead and 
shoulders and knocked senseleis by fly­ 
ing bricks. 
Ed Ayers, Wiley Jones, Mack H aney, 
Jake Mitchell and other workmen were 
all more or less burned about the head 
and shoulders. 
The cause of the explosion was the 
generation of gas inside a mould, which 
was prepared to cast a 1,600 pound piece, 
and when the hot m etal was poured in 
the mouth it exploded, sending a thous­ 
and pounds of molteq m etal in a perfect 
shower among the men.

Individual operators, unable to secure 
cars, have also ordered a shut down 
nntil trade conditions improve. 
These 
individual collieries num ber a dozen or 
more, and will average 250 men and 
boys each. 
The announcement is also 
made that the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company will, at the end of the 
week, shut down fifteen of its collieries, 
about half It operates between Carbon- 
dale and Plym outh. 
The closing of 
company works and individual mines 
will canse the idleness of upwards of 
13,000 men and boys, and to tbie number 
ia quite likely to be added a large num­ 
ber of workmen who will be thrown out 
of employment by the shutting down of 
the mines of the'W ilkesbarre and Sus­ 
quehanna Coal companies in the W y­ 
oming region.

A Young Girl Elopes With 
a Peddler. 


CAUGHT AT SAN 
BEKNABDIKO. 


The G arrett Cftse—I t Was Not an 
A ttem pt a t Suicide—Other 
News. 


Early yesterday morning the Chief of 
Police received a viBit from Mr. H. F. 
Parkins, who resides at a small cottage 
next door to De Turk's stable, near the 
corner of Seventh and Pearl streets. The 
visitor was very much excited, bat it was 
finally gathered from h;s conversation 
that his daughter Elva, a pretty girl 15 
years of age, had been abducted on Fri­ 
day night about 11 o’clock by a fruit- 
peddler named Jack Say. The latter 
was described as a young man, 25 years 
old, florid complexion, light blue eyes 
and fair hair, dressed in a dark blue suit 
and black felt hat, while the companion 
of his flight was dressed in a dark blue 
worsted dress and black jacket, sur­ 
mounted by a felt hat with green ribbons. 
In addition to Stealing Miss Parking, 
Day was accused of having stolen a 
spring wagon and sorrel horBe, which he 
hired from De Turk’s stable when 
engaged 
in 
peddling frnit, an in­ 
quiry 
elicited 
the 
fact 
that 
he 
had disposed of the vehicle and horaa to 
C. Heileman, a liveryman on San Pedro 
street, for $40, on Friday afternoon. 
Parkins Btated that Day had boarded at 
his house for some time past, but that he 
had not noticed any undue intimacy be­ 
tween the man and his daughter, and 
was very much surprisee to find that 
both had left the house Friday night, and 
did not at first realize that they went 
away together. 
Detectives Boequi, Auble and Bowler 
weie detailed to investigate the matter, 
and it was soon ascertained that tne 
couple had 
spent the night at the 
Arlington lodging house, on Commercial 
street, as man and wifa. Detective Botqui 
next learned that Day and his com­ 
panion had left the city in Oliver Stearns’ 
hack for Pasadena, aud at 11:20 o’clock 
he started in pursuit of the fugitives. 
Taking the Kuhrts-street car line the 
officer rode to the end of the track, and 
walked to Mother Brown’s Four-milo 
house, in the expectation of procuriug a 
saddle horse there, but on arrival he was 
informed that owing to the rains the 
horses belonging to the Browns had 
strayed away, and that a man was out 
hunting them. The detective was non­ 
plussed for the time being, but hearing 
(hat a hack containing a man and 
girl had driven 
paBt 
there 
several 
hours earlier, he determined to push on 
and fortunately was overtaken by a 
farmer named Foster, who offered him a 
lift in hia wagon. In this way the de­ 
tective reached Alhambra, where he 
learned that 
Day and the girl had 
abandoned the hack at the depot, and 
finding there were no trains tunning, bad 
stared on foot down the track towards 
San Gabriel. 
Accordingly 
he 
also 
walked to the San Gabriel depot and 
heard that Day had left the girl there, 
while he went up to the Mission and 
hired a man to drive them both to La- 
manda Park, to which place they had 
started 45 minutes earlier. 
Bosqui 
sought Constable F. F. De La Ossa, and 
explaining the urgency of the case to 
him, was at once conveyed behind that 
official’s mustang in a buckboard. The 
little untamed broncho took both officers 
at a dead run all the way, but to Bosqui’u 
chagrin, he learned that the fugitives 
had boarded a construction train twenty 
minutes earlier, and bad left for the 
south. The detective was informed that 
this train was the first one that bad run 
over the road for three days past, and 
that it would 
probably 
go through 
to 
San 
Bernardino. 
After 
experi­ 
encing considerable difficulty, Bosqui 
managed to send a message through 
along the wires to Sheriff Seymour at 
that place to head off the runaway 
couple, and a few hours later he received 
an answer to tbo effect that Day and bis 
juvenile companion were both safe in tbe 
jail at San Bernardino, awaitiDg an 
officer to bring them back. Unfortun­ 
ately, however, Bosqui found that he 
would oe unable to reach them until 
Monday morning next, as owing to the 
conditioner the road bed, no trainB will 
bo run through until that time. 
While Boequi was in hot pursuit of the 
couple, Detectives Auble and Bowler 
were on his trail in a buggy and a double 
team, but on arrival at the San Gabriel 
Mission they learned that their fellow 
officer had left there ten minutes earlier 
in a buckboard and that he was driving 
at a gallop. 
Supposing from this cir­ 
cumstance that he waB nearing his goal 
they turned round and drove back to 
town. Besides the $40 derived from the 
sale of the horBe and spring wagon Day 
is said to have converted about £100 to 
hia own use, which was derived from tbe 
sale of turkeys and other produce be­ 
longing to others and entrusted to him 
for disposal on commission. 


GARRETT’S JEOPARDY. 


T he Sw ord of 
Dameclee 
H angs 
Over Hie H ead. 
The Garrett case was finished yester­ 
day. Major Bell followed his colleague, 
W. T. Williams, closing for the defense 
at about 2:20 in tbe afternoon. Judge 
McOomas then summed the case up for 
the people in a very telling way, con 
else, calm and to the point. He got to 
the jury in every sentence. He com­ 
pletely exploded the conspiracy theory 
of the defense, showing there was not 
an iota of proof, nor the semblance of a 
motive for such a view of the caee. 
The Court read the instructions offered 
by the two sides to tbe jury, and then 
the twelve men were locked up to decide 
the momentouB question of the guilt or 
innocence of Captain F. M. Garrett on a 
charge of incest. 
It was then 4:45 
o'clock. About 0 the jury went to sup­ 
per, 
and 
afterwards 
were 
locked 
up again. 
About IQ o’clock a mes 
sage came to the Judge 
that one 
of the twelve wished farther explanation 
on one point of law. After the jury and 
the defendant were in court the fore­ 
man, Mr. James, stated that the point 
on which more light was asked was em­ 
braced in instruction 15 handed in by tlu- 
defense. This told tbt-j ury that although 
they might find it to be a fact that Gar­ 
rett had had illicit intercourse with 
Malia, and although they found from the 
testimony that she is his daughter, they 
must still farther find that at the time 
Garrett was having snch intercourse he 
"knew Malia to ha his child. 
Tn<- 
juror, M. Norton, said be did not see how 
anyone could know that beyond ary 
doubt. 
The 
Court 
explained that 
"know” in this connection means the 
same ue to "believe, as area»onabie per 


son 
believes” 
a 
thing to 
he 
fact. 
Mr. 
Norton 
still 
stuck 
to 
the 
idea 
of 
mathematical instead 
of moral certainty, end wanted to get at 
the quod erat demonstrandum business of 
pure mathematics. 
He also seemed 
muddled as to the weight to he attached 
to the evidence given by Malia’s mother. 
The Judge tried to explain this too, and 
the jury was again locked up. At 10:30, 
no agreement being reached, the jury 
was ordered locked up until 10 o’clock 
today, when the Court will sit to hear 
what the twelve have to say. 
The impression is general that tbe jury 
stands, or stood when locked up, eleven 
for convic’h'n fend one in doubt and that 
doubt on the point explained above. 
If 
that surmise 
is 
well 
founded 
the defendant’s jeopardy is extreme. 
If the eleven can show the one wise man 
that Garrett felt pretty certain he was 
Malia’s father a verdict íb eure. If they 
ply this one whe man with tbe fact that 
Garrett brought her up, and that his do 
ing so is pretty good evidence that he 
considered bimEelf to be her father they 
may get him over. 
But that remains to 
be seen. 
One wise man can sometimes 
hold out a Ion;; time against the oleven 
fools who disagree with nim.

Oil Fridfty afternoon last a report 
reached police headquarters to the effect 
that a young woman employed as a wait­ 
ress in the New Quaker restaurant, at 
tip. 261 South Spring street, had at­ 
tempted Buicitie by poisoning. 
Police 
Sargeon Morrison was notified of the 
occurrence, and Detective Boequi was 
detailed to investigate the matter. It 
was ascertained that the young woman 
was the wife of a man named David 
Stuhr, who resides in a cottage on Fourth 
street, near the corner of Spring, and it 
was in one of the front rooms of ibis 
house that the patient was found. 
Be­ 
fore the arrival of the Police Surgeon 
another physician had been called in, 
as the case appeared to be au urgent one, 
and from the symptoms evinced by Mrs. 
Stuhr, it wa9 first supposed that ehe had 
tRken btrychnine. When questioned on 
this point, however, Mr. btuhr denied 
that such was the caee, and aB Detective 
Bosqui on making a thorough search of 
the premises failed to discover any trace 
of poison, this theory was dispelled ; and 
the physician came to the conclusion 
that his patient,who was of an extremely 
nervous temperament had, received a 
severe thock, which produced symptoms 
similar to those of strychnine poisoning. 
It was subsequently developed that 
Mrs. Stuhr has been employed at the 
New Quaker restaurant for nearly two 
years past, duriug which time she has 
supported her husband, who is said to be 
an idle, good-for-nothing fellow. 
On 
Friday afternoon he returned home rather 
unexpectedly, aud it is said found his 
wife apparently excited and flustered by 
his appearance. 
He thereupon accused 
her of having been unduly intimate with 
M. Varcoe, the proprietor of the restau­ 
rant, which his wife indignantly denied. 
She is said to have admitted, however, 
that she allowed Varcoe to kiss her. 
Stuhrn on learning this is alleged to 
have created a scene by brandishing a 
huge knife and threatening to kill hia 
wife on the spot, but as she entreated 
him to spare her life, he hurled the 
weapon at their marriage license, which 
was suspended in a frame upon the wall. 
The blade of the knife stucx through 
the glass and paper into the walk, 
and 
on 
seeing the precious souve­ 
nir 
destroyed 
Mrs. 
Btuhr 
wei.t 
into hysterics 
and has 
since been 
confined to her bed. Varcoe is said to 
have put in an appearance about this 
time, and threatened to mop the floor 
with Stuhr for abasing his wife. 
A H e r a l d reporter visited the house 
yesterday, with a view to confirming tbe 
report of the alleged attempted suicide, 
but Mr.Stuhr was very non-committal aud 
refused to admit anything, except that his 
wife was very ill and could not be inter­ 
viewed. 
No tietter success was met with when 
Mr. Varcoe was iuterviewed, as he re­ 
fused to speak on the Bubject at all until 
the lady should have fully recovored 
from her sickness. 
Dr. Tennant was 
very wary when questioned on the sub­ 
ject, but he was careful not to deny that 
the patient exhibited symptoms 
of 
poisoning, although he stated positively 
that she had denied having attempted 
suicide. 
Mrs. Stuhr is rapidly conval­ 
escing, and has already been pronounced 
out of danger.

2 he Woik of Repairing 
Washouts Goes On. 


ADVANCE 
MADE 
1ÍESTEED AY . 


T he N o rth ern L ine of th e S o u th ern 
Pacific in B ad S hape—Con- 
il it ion o f th e S an ta Fe. 


The San Pedro line of the Southern 
Pacific is whole again, 
bo this city can 
eentfand receive passengers to and from 
th e North. Trains are running between 
this city and that port on ecliedole time. 
A gentleman who made the trip to San 
Pedro day before yesterday says that the 
reporte of the dam age done in that di­ 
rection are very far from being exagger­ 
ated and he declares that very lively 
work has been done by the company to 
get the track in usable shape in so short 
a space of tim e. 
In one place he says 
there was á yawning chasm under the 
track into which three or four carloads of 
sand in bags had to be dumped to make 
an impression upon it. 
The im portant feature of the opening 
of this connection is that it allows the 
Southern Pacific to bring np their con­ 
struction m aterials from San Pedro to 
attack the work on the other lines with 
greater vigor. 
At noon yesterday Mr. 
Flanders, the Superintendent of bridge 
building for the Southern Pacific, went 
to work with a pile driver and a gang of 
eighty 
men 
on 
the 
north bridge 
over the Los Angeles river, which 
carries the track to Mojave. 
Last even­ 
ing the pile driver from the north arrived 
and began work at the other Bide of the 
same bridge, and a connection will soon 
be established in that direction. 
The 
Tejunga bridge is now passable, and the 
landslides are being cleared away. The 
chances are, however, that this branch 
of the road will not be entirely open for 
more than a week. The track between 
here and Sangus will probably be all 
right tomorrow. 
It is expected th at the line to Yuma 
will be repaired bo that a train can get 
through today. The San Gabriel river 
is still running very high at El Monte, 
and it is difficult for the pile-driver to 
work. Transfers will have to be made at 
this point for several days. 
Another 
load of passengers got into East Los An­ 
geles by the hand-car special yesterday, 
and about a ton of mail was carted into 
the city. This ie the eastern mail of 
three days which has been collecting on 
the hands of the Soathern Pacific since 
the confusion began. The mail question 
haB been considerably complic .ted by the 
fact that just at Christm as time a much 
larger quantity of m atter has to be han­ 
dled than at any other season of the year. 
W oik is already beginning on the lower 
Southern Pacific bridge over the river. 
The pile-driver will start in today, and a 
temporary structure will probably be 
erected in a couple of days. A train will 
be sent out this afternoon from East Los 
Angeles, carrying the mail and passen­ 
gers. They will be the first who have 
gone through toward the East since the 
blockade began. 
The injuries to the Southern Pacific 
line north of Saugus turn out to be much 
more serious than was at fir-t supposed. 
It was not until yesterday that the offi­ 
cials at this end of the line learned of 
their extent and severity. The experi­ 
ences of a party of passengers who came 
through on foot are narrated in another 
column. These gentlemen declare their 
belief that the road cannot be put even 
in temporary shape inside of the next ten 
days. 
On the Santa Fe line a train left San 
Diego early yesterday morning and got 
up as far as Santa Ana. A train was run 
from Oceanside to San Bernardino, the 
passengers being transferred at Lytle 
creek. 
Another managed to get from 
San Jacinto to Riverside. Connection is 
established between Pasadena and San 
Bernardino, and the mail for the East 
from this city was sent out to Pasadena 
in a wagon. 
Things will probably be put in such 
shape on the line between here and 
Santa Ana today th at trains will manage 
to get over the whole distance to San 
Diego, with one tianefer at Rivera. 
The Cajon pass is still in bad shape, 
and probably will not be cleared for 
three or four days. All overland paBsen- 
g 


>rs are being sent around by way of 
eming. 
The first load of these will get 
in tomorrow. 


A PERILOUS T R IP . 


H e w a P a r t y o f P n a a c n g c r s G o t in 
f r o m M o j a v e . 
Friday evening at half-past 7 a party 
of eight or ten passengers got into East 
Los Angeles. 
Thby were the first to 
come over the Southern Pacific track 
from Mojave to this city since the great 
storm and the account which they give 
of their adventures is highly entertaining. 
As they walked over all the portions of 
the line where the injuries to the track 
are most serious, their statements re­ 
garding the extent of the damage done 
may be considered to be reliable, as 
coming from disinterested eye-witnesses. 
W. H. Tuthili, of this city, who, with 
O. 8. Campbell-Johnston, of Garvaoza, 
led the way during most of the journey, 
was seen by a reporter of this paper last 
evening, and from him most ot the facts 
in this account were obtained. 
Train No. lb of the Southern Pacific, 
which left San Francisco Monday evening 
at 6, was due in this city Tuesday after­ 
noon at 4 :10. It was caught by the storm, 
and at 4 in the aiternoon of Tuesday had 
only come as far as Mojave. 
Here it lay 
all that evening and Christmas day. Tbe 
passengers spent their time in playing 
caTds and 
swapping 
stories. 
Late 
in 
the 
evening 
they 
were 
in­ 
formed th at the track below toward 
the mountains was in a worse condition 
than had at first been supposed, and that 
the train would stai t back for San Fran­ 
cisco early in tbe morning. 
Mojave íb 
only 100 miles from L ob Angeles, and 
Messrs. Tuthili and Johnston, knowing 
that there were various 
construction 
trains and disengaged engines along the 
track, decided to set out to come to this 
city. They were prepared to walk all of 
tbe distance if necessary, but they be­ 
lieved they would manage to ride part of 
the way at least. 
There was a construction train which 
was working its way south from Mojave. 
Thursday morniDg, before the departure 
of train 19 for the north, the two adven­ 
turers set out to overtake the work-train. 
While it was making a stop they came 
upon it, and they were shortly joined by 
several other passengers who had made 
up their m inds to leave the north­ 
bound 
train 
and 
try 
to 
work 
their 
passage 
south. 
Two 
trampa 
aleo added themselves to the party, 
•o that by Thursday afternoon it num 


bered eleven. 
The construction train 
delayed about four hours making a fill at 
Lancaster and then pnehed on to South- 
side, or Ravenna. 
This is about fiftv 
miles from Mojave, and is at the en­ 
trance of the Soledad canon. 
it was now 3 :30 o'clock on Thursday 
afternoon. The next station at which 
the travelers could 6top and get rest and 
refreshment was Lang’s, eight miles 
away ; but between there and Southside 
weie the worst places to pass that they 
were likely to m eet anywhere. 
They 
were advised to wait, lest night overtake 
them , but they insisted on pushing 
ahead. 
The Soledad cafion is a long, narrow 
ravine running in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion, threaded by a stream which, lower 
down, is known as tbe Santa Clara 
river. 
Countless tributaries flow down 
from the mountains into this stream , and 
theee, flashed by the recent storms, had 
made of the little river a terrific flood 
which 
had 
torn 
through 
the 
canon, chnuging its 
bed 
recklessly 
and 
gouging 
out 
new 
channels 
in the soft sand in utter disregard of the 
interests of the railroad or anything else. 
By this time the flood of wuters had 
abated, but the river was still high. 
Some time ago the railroad found it 
necessary to substitute iron bridges for 
tbe wooden ones aud these had with­ 
stood the force of the torrent. 
But in 
many cases it was found th at the river 
no longer flowed under these. 
It had 
changed its course, leaving the bridges 
covering a space of dry land. 
It may be imagined that walking over 
a track which in many places was com­ 
pletely lost under the raging torrent of 
the river, in others covered deep with 
mud from land slides, and in others 
hoisted high and dry in mid-air, the 
fish-plates holding the rails together and. 
the ties cling'ng to the rails,w as a tiresome 
and a hazardous undertaking. It was 
often necessary to leave the track alto­ 
gether and climb over bills and up steep 
granite cliffs. 
The travelers did not 
have rubber boots, and it naturally fol­ 
lowed that none of them escaped wet 
feet. 
Three 
miles 
from Southside they 
came upon an eDgine piled up against 
the hill. This was the train which Con­ 
ductor Hamble was managing, whose 
adventures up a tree iu the m idst of the 
flood were narrated 
in the H erald 
of last Thursday. 
From that point 
on 
the 
track 
was 
in 
a horrible 
condition. 
In one piace it was entirely 
gone for a space of several miles. The 
worst feature of it all is that the damage 
is not lim ited to the track. 
The config­ 
uration of the land over which it pauses 
is so completely changed that to rebuild 
it the company will have to secure a dif­ 
ferent right of way, locate new bridges 
and spend hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lam in making over the line. 
When the party had completed abont 
two-thirds of the distance to LaDg’s, 
darkness came on and they made very 
slow progresa. 
At last they came to a 
place where the track was washed out 
and tilted over on one side in a most 
dangerous fashion. 
Here the courage of 
two 
of 
the 
parly 
gave 
out 
and 
they built a fire at the mouth of a tunnel 
and camped down for the night. The 
others sen t on some distance farther un­ 
til they came face to face with a sharp 
turn in the road, where the stream cut a 
corner off of a perpendicular cliff. 
It 
could not be passed, and as there was a 
solid granite mountain back of it, there 
seemed no way in the darkness which 
prevailed of picking out a road around. 
After some discussion it was decided 
that Tuthili and Johnson should make 
the attem pt to get over the ridge, and if 
they ever reached Lang’s they should 
send back help. The .climb to*the sum­ 
mit turned out to be a frightful under­ 
taking, involving hours of labor and 
many dangers. They went up an altitude 
of about 1,000 feet and traveled over sev­ 
eral miles of distance. At last they 
came out on ihe road only a few hun­ 
dred feet beyond where they had left the 
party, but they had passed the yawning 
chasm. 
From there it was only a short 
distance into Lang’s. 
Men were then sent back from Lang’s 
to carry food to the party camping be­ 
yond the chasm, but the party was lost 
and it became necessary for Tuthili to go 
in Bearch of them . The rescuing party 
was found, but the fuod never got to the 
camp rs, and they passed tbe night sup- 
perieFS. 
Early tbe next morning they came into 
Lang’s and after getting breakfast set out 
for Newhall. Tuthili and Johnston were 
carried part of tbe way in a wagon, 
which managed to make its way along the 
river bed. H ere, as before, the track was 
found to be in an utterly demoralized 
condition. Six or seven miles of the 
track were found to be entirely gone. 
The party got into Sangus at 12:30 on 
Friday. 
Here they were picked up by 
an engine which carried Mr. Wallace, of 
the Southern Pacific, who was on hand 
to superintend the work of repairing the 
road. 
Here they were also overtaken by 
John G. North, of Riverside, and Deputy 
United States Marshal Risley, who had 
managed to secure horses and had come 
through from Mojave. 
The engine carried them as far on as 
San Fernando, where they arrived at 
sunset. Three miles beyond a construc­ 
tion train was at work, which they be­ 
lieved would run back to Los Angeles 
that evening. They knew it would quit 
work about dusk, so the whole party 
started on a double-quick to catch it be­ 
fore it should get away. They arrived 
just in time and were carried down to 
the Los Angeles river, w heie the bridge 
of tbe northern division of tbe line once 
stood. They made a detour toward the 
Glendale road to get across into East 
Loe Angeles, and completed the distance 
into town in an omnibus.

Police Judge Owens yesterday com­ 
mitted Ludwig Anderson, the Norwegian 
sailor convicted of battering Mannel 
Liebee during a quarrel, to the County 
Jail for sixty days.
